ily and does not injure (be plants. In 
spraying for chinch bugs- it is necessary 
in touch every bug in order to kill it, 
because 'these lilies arc killed by con-

one 
must, 


therefore, spray all sides of the plant 
infected, but where the bugs have col- 
lected in immense numbers in this way 
the farmer will be delighted to do the 
work and see fhe bugs die so rapidly 
find in great numbers."

AN AMBITIOUS MAN 


Cecil Rhodes nnd n\» Plena for British 


South Africa 


It was said of Cecil Rhodes, who 


died recently at Cape Town, 
that he 


"Ibought in continents." 
Howard 
C. 


Ilillogas, in his book. "Ooin Paul's Peo- 
ple." gives all interesting illustration of 
this phase of Mr. Rhodes' character. 
Eighteen years ago, he says, the man 
popularly known as- the "Colossus oi' 
Soulh Africa" stood in 
a 
Kimberley 


shop nnd looker! intently at a map of 
Africa. 
After a while he placed his 


rittht band over the map, covering a 
large part of South ind Central Africa 
fom the Atlantic to the Indian ocean, 
and said: "All that British. 
That is my 


dream. Give me twenty years and we'll 
havo a new map." 


Mr. Rhodes bus not lived to realize 


his ambition. Although the might of the 
greatest empire, in the world has been 
concentrated 
iu 
a 
supremo 
effort lo 


change the map of Africa, the end is 
not yet. After two years and a half of 
war John Bull has succeeded in paint- 
ing the 'territory which Rhodes coreled. 
ivith blood of his best and bravest sol- 
diers, but he bas not changed the map. 
Cecil Rhodes thought it would be ridic- 
ulously easy to make the Boer republics 
"all British," to build an African em- 
pire ou the ruins of two little countries 
which bad 
enjoyed 
free 
institutions. 


Rhodes was a great man in many res- 


ets—a far-seeing rusri. a man of ac- 


tion. 
But with all his hie ideas nnd his 


knowledge of men be had his limita- 
tions. 
Ho underestimated the strength 


and determination of a people imbued 
with patriotism, 
loving 
liberty 
and 


lighting 
for 
independence—for 
their 


homes nnd firesides. 
Rhodes 
was 
n 


cynic. 
He believed in the old sordid 


principle that every man has his price. 
He was honestly convinced (nat the 
Boers had their price, that after mak- 
ing a showr of defending their independ- 
ence, they would cheerfully submit to 
incorporation into the British 
empire. 


He lived long enough after the war be- 
gan to be bitterly disillusioned. Even 
in this materialistic age, he found that 
men are willing to 
for the noblest 


sentiment 
which stirs 
the 
heart of 


mankind—for freedom, for the right of 
self-government. 
That undoubtedly as- 


tonished Mr. Rhodes. 
He seems never 


to have imagined that in this age of lux- 
ury, of self-seeking, of cynical disbelief 
in patriotism, a few thousand farmers 
nnd herdsmen would absurdly prefer in- 
dependence and a simple mode of life to 
i.il the comforts of 
civilization under 


the British llag. It seems never to have 
occurred to him that (here were dream- 
ers who would sacrifice their lives be- 
fore they would permit a simple little 
change of the map of Africa—especially 
vlin t h u * (bailee 'imlved no material 
less to them. 


It would not be just (o Mr. Rhodes, 


however, to ignore the fact that in 'in- 
triguing against the Dutch republics of 
South Africa he waS seeking to promote 
not merely his own private interests, 
but the interests of the/ British empire. 
He had all the wealth a man could de- 
sire to possess. 
He cared for money 


not for its own sakfl, but for what it 
enabled him to do in carrying out his 
notions ns uu empire builder. 
He was 


ambitious. 
His chief aspiration was to 


i d e n t i f y ' h i s name with the glory and 
greatness of the British empire. 
He 


wanted to change (he map of Africa 
tluit there might be mi English empire 
Li Africa—an England dominant 
from 


f'airo to the Cape of Good Hope. 
It 


v,'-is wilh this object in view that he 
projected the Capo to Cairo railroad 
aiiil telegraph system and induced Eng- 
lish financiers to subscribe the money 
to carry out his plans. 
It was n colos- 


sal conception—one worthy of his pow- 
erful mind. He wanted his name to go 
down in history with that of Clive, who. 
gave England her ludian empire. 
In 


order that ho might realize his ambi- 
tion he threw moral scruples to tho 
winds. 
He plotted year 
after 
year 


against the Boer republics, and shares 
with Mr. Chamberlain and other Brit- 
ish statesmen the responsibility for the 
war which has brought ruin upon the 
Dutch republic's and sorrow into many 


1111 English home. 
That is the sort of 


empire 
builder 
Rhodes 


great man. an 
exceptional 
man, ono 


who seems to have been really devoted 
to his country, but unable to understand 
that little states have rights which big 
states are morally bound to 
respect; 


that the Boer republics were ns- much 
entitled to independence and

ernment ns England, and that their en- 
forced absorption in'o the British em- 
pire is a crime against humanity. 


HOW BASE BALLS ARE MADE FARMERS COLUMN 


It Takes Six Weeks for their Mantacttirc— 


Steps In the Progress 


The opening of the baseball season 


calls attention to the fact, not generally 
known that Cincinnati supplies practi- 
cally the entire middle west with base- 
bulls and that something like 123 people 
earn a living in the baseball factories 
of the city. 


The process of making hnseballs on a. 


wholesale plan is n rather interesting 
one, consuming in a single season some- 
thing like SOO skins. The scrapings from 
tile, shoe factories of which the "raw" 
balls are, molded, are stored in cellars 
of about one acre area, and from this 
material the balls are snapped by hand. 
According to quality the ball is hound 
by a few or several rounds of cord. The 
"raw" 
balls are placed iu automatic 


molds', shaping the ball and at the same 
time pressing out all moist nro, to the 
tune of ,'iOO gross n day. One employe 
will shape as many us 4000 of the raw 
balls in n single working day. 


The newly pressed balls are then sort- 


ed and allowed to dry out for a period 
of from t la-en to four weeks, when their 
weight 
is reducer! 
to 
perhaps 
five 


ounces. 
Something 
like 200 of these 


twiiie-bound leather balls can be found 
in the bins ai all times. 


In the meantime the skin covers for 


tht> balls have been seasoned and dressed 
on the floor below, and, as n last stage 
in the process, rubbed back and forth 
against an upright blade, to take out 
all kiuks in the skins, and also whiten 
them. The covers are cut from, the skins 
by hand and sewn across the balls by 
women. 
Each woman is expected 
to 


finish fifteen dozen balls daily. 
From 


every skin from fifteen to thirty pairs 
of covers are obtained. 


All in all, it takes about six weeks 


to turn out a baseball, and the prices 
of the. product vary from 3 cents to 
$1.25. 
The largest sales nre of the 


"S-cent variety. 


About twenty-eight varieties of halls 


ire now turned out.. Within the last 
five years the baseball trade in Cin- 
cinnati is said to have exactly quad- 
rupled itself. 


In addition to baseballs, the Cincin- 


nati factories turn out a considerable 
number of footballs. The skins of these 
are cut according to pattern and sewn 
by machine. 
The 
sltilling and 
lacing 


is the work of girls. Each ball passes 
through seven pair of hands in the course 
or1 manufacture, while the boxing gloves, 
also a Cincinnati product, pass through 
about forty. An average of 150 pairs of 
gloves is tho daily output. 


Somo M5.000 bnts are. made in Cin- 


cinnati every year. All but the cheapest 
grade, which is of poplar, are cut from 
ash timber of varying sorts.
